GOP Proposes Delaying 
Debt-Limit Showdown 



President Barack Obama signaled Tuesday that the administration would not 
oppose the measure by House Republicans to delay a vote on the debt limit. 


House GOP to vote 
on putting off the 
issue for 3 months 

Washington 

Seeking to regain their budget foot- 
ing versus President Barack Obama, 
Republicans controlling the House 
are moving quickly to try to defuse a 
potential debt crisis with legislation 
to prevent a first-ever U.S. default 
for at least three months. 

The Republicans are giving up 
for now on trying to extract spend- 
ing cuts from Democrats in return 
for an increase in the government’s 
borrowing cap. But the respite 
promises to be only temporary, with 
the stage still set for major battles 
between the GOP and Obama over 
taxes, spending and deficits. 

The across-the-board spend- 
ing cuts would pare $85 billion 
from this year’s budget after being 
delayed from Jan. 1 until March 1 
and reduced by $24 billion by the 
recently enacted tax bill. 


The first step comes Wednesday 
with a House vote on GOP-spon- 
sored legislation that would give 
the government enough borrow- 
ing leeway to meet three months’ 
worth of obligations, delaying a 
showdown next month that Repub- 
licans fear they would lose. 

While it’s commonly assumed 
that the Treasury Department 
wouldn’t allow a disastrous default 


on U.S. Treasury notes, the prospect 
of failing to meet other U.S. obliga- 
tions such as payments to contrac- 
tors, unemployment benefits and 
Social Security checks would also 
be reputation shattering. House 
Speaker John Boehner and other 
GOP leaders have made it plain 
they don’t have the stomach for it. 

The legislation is disliked by 
many Democrats, but the White 


Why Move the Vote? 

The idea driving the move to de- 
lay the debt-limit vote by GOP lead- 
ers is to re-sequence a series of up-

House said in a statement Tuesday 
that the administration would not 
oppose the measure. 

It also appears that Senate Dem- 
ocrats will grudgingly accept the 
bill, which Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., called “a big step 
in the right direction” since the 
three-month GOP debt measure 
isn’t conditioned on a dollar cut in 
spending for every dollar of new 
borrowing authority as Boehner 
has long demanded. 

“The Boehner rule of 1-for-l, it’s 
gone,” said Sen.

Roe V. Wade at 40: Fight Still On

Groups from both 
sides reflect on the 
landmark decision 

Topeka, Kan. 

Abortion opponents marked the 
40th anniversary of the Roe v. 
Wade decision Tuesday with work- 
shops, prayers and calls for more 
limits on the rights established by 
the Supreme Court in the landmark 
ruling that still defines one of the 
nation’s most intractable debates. 

Abortion-rights groups observed 
a quieter anniversary — a possi- 
ble reflection of the reality that it’s 
far rarer for lawmakers to expand 
access to abortion. The National 
Organization for Women planned 
a candlelight vigil Tuesday night at 
the Supreme Court to commemorate 
the 1973 decision, which created a 


constitutional right to abortions in 
some circumstances and prevented 
states from banning the practice. 

In Topeka, Kan., abortion oppo- 
nents gathered with GOP Gov. Sam 
Brownback, who has called on law- 
makers to create “a culture of life.” 


Meanwhile ••• 

The annual March for Life, which 
traditionally draws several hundred 
thousand abortion opponents to 
Washington, is scheduled for Friday. 


He is expected to support whatever 
further restrictions they approve. 

In the four decades since Roe 
V. Wade, a series of court decisions 
have narrowed its scope. With each 
decision, lawmakers in multiple 
states have followed up by making 
abortions more difficult to obtain or 
imposing restrictions on providers. 

According to the New York- 
based Guttmacher Institute, a 
reproductive-rights think tank, 135 
laws aimed in some way at restrict- 
ing access to abortion were enacted 
in 30 states in 2011 and 2012. More 
such measures already have been 
proposed in several states this year. 

Meanwhile, a WSJ/NBC News 
poll released Tuesday found that 
7 in 10 Americans believe Roe v 
Wade should stand —the high- 
est level of support for the deci- 
sion since polls began tracking it

Setback sets stage 
for Netanyahu to 
form broad coalition 

Jerusalem 

In a stunning setback, Prime Min- 
ister Benjamin Netanyahu’s hard- 
line bloc fared worse than expect- 
ed in a parliamentary election 
Tuesday, exit polls showed, possi- 
bly forcing the incumbent Israeli 
leader to invite surprisingly strong 
moderate rivals into his govern- 
ment and soften his line toward 
the Palestinians. 

TV exit polls showed the hard- 
liners with about 61 seats in the 
120-seat parliament, a bare major- 
ity, and the counts could change as 
actual votes are tallied. 

The unofficial TV results had 
Netanyahu winning only 31 seats, 
though he combined his Likud 
Party with the far-right Yisrael 


Israel’s Cautious PM 

Prime Minister Benjamin Netan- 
yahu, shown casting his ballot in 
Tuesday’s parliamentary vote, has 
emerged as Israel’s top politician 
with a cautious approach to peace- 
making. His conservative style, 
which has often enraged even his 
closest allies abroad, was expected 
to help Netanyahu win re-election. 
Victory would mean another term 
for a man who already has served a 
totalof sixyearsas prime minister. 
Yet Netanyahu, 63, has surprisingly 
little to show for his efforts on the 
diplomatic stage. (AP)

coalition-building process could 


force him to promise concessions 
to restart long-stalled peace talks 
with the Palestinians. 

Political newcomer Yair Lapid 
saw his centrist Yesh Atid party 
debut with a strong showing of 


19 seats. 

In a statement on his Facebook 
page, Netanyahu said he would 
reach across the aisle to invite par- 
ties to join a broad-based coalition. 

“According to the exit polls, it 
is clear that Israel citizens decid- 
ed that they want me to continue 
to serve as prime minister of Isra- 
el, and that I form the widest pos- 
sible majority [coalition],” he said. 

Nearly 67 percent of Israel’s 
5.5 million eligible voters took part, 
more than in previous elections — 
apparently boosting the centrists, 
especially Lapid’s party. 

Lapid and other centrist par- 
ties have said they would not join 
Netanyahu’s team unless he prom- 
ises to make a serious push for 
peace with the Palestinians. The 
moderates also want an end to the 
generous subsidies and military 
draft exemptions given to ultra- 
Orthodox Jewish communities.

Metro recorded 779,787 passen- 
ger entries to the system on Inau- 
guration Day, about 70 percent 
of the ridership on Inauguration 
Day in 2009. 

The system recorded an all- 
time high ridership four years ago, 
counting 1.12 million trips. Metro 
officials said that since Inaugura- 
tion Day fell on the Martin Luther 
King Jr. holiday, more people were 
off work and not commuting. 


The day doesn’t even make it 
into Metro’s top 20 ridership days, 
which include days when there 
were Washington Nationals home 
baseball games, the Smithsonian 
Folklife Festival, the annual Cher- 
ry Blossom Festival and the state 
funeral for President Ronald Rea- 
gan. More than 830,000 people 
rode trains on each of those days. 

Metro spokesman Dan Stessel 
said Monday’s total is about 50,000 
more than an average weekday and 
three to four times greater than rid- 
ership on other holidays.

New D.C. Graduation Requisites? 


School board: Make 
students take more 
high school classes 

Washington 

D.C. high school students would 
have to study more art and music, 
get more physical exercise and com- 
plete a thesis project under pro- 
posed changes to city graduation 
requirements. 

The proposal by the D.C. State 
Board of Education would raise 
the total number of required high 
school course credits in the Dis- 
trict to 26 from 24 — more than 
students need to earn diplomas 
in Maryland, Virginia and many 
other states. 


But for the first time, D.C. stu- 
dents would be allowed to earn 
some credits outside the class- 
room, including through team 
sports, study-abroad programs 
and extracurricular arts and 
music performances. 

“Our goal is to create high 
standards but also to provide flex- 
ibility for students and schools,” 
said Laura Slover, board pres- 
ident. 

“We really want kids to learn. 
Sometimes they do that in a class- 
room, and sometime they do that 
out of a classroom.” 

The plan has drawn skepti- 
cism, however, from critics who 
question how and whether schools 
will verify students’ extracurric- 
ular activities. 


Before Graduation 

Here are some of the Board of Edu- 
cation’s key proposed changes to 
graduation requirements for D.C. 
high school students: 

w Students would have to take an 
additional unit of physical 
education, and organized extracur- 
ricular sports may count toward this 
requirement. 

w Students would still have to take 
two years of a foreign language 
— but for the first time, it would have 
to be the same language both years. 
» Students would have to complete 
a thesis project in their junior or 
senior year. 

w Students would have to take an 
additional unit of either art or music. 


“Certifying non-classroom 
hours only invites fabrication,” 
wrote Erich Martel, a former DCPS 
high school teacher, in a letter to 
the Current newspapers. 

One proposed change — to 
eliminate the requirement that stu- 
dents take a course in U.S. govern- 
ment to graduate from high school 
— has already proven contentious, 
particularly among advocates for 
civics education. 

Slover said she recognizes the 
concern and considers that pro- 
posal “open to discussion.” 

The board will hear public com- 
ment on the proposed changes at 
its Wednesday meeting. 

It plans to vote on the pro- 
posal March 20. emma brown

Analysis 

Five years after the start of the Great 
Recession, the toll is terrifyingly clear: 
Millions of middle-class jobs have 
been lost in developed countries the 
world over. 

And the situation is even worse 
than it appears. 

Most of the jobs will never return, 
and millions more are likely to van- 
ish as well, say experts who study the 
labor market. What’s more, these jobs 
aren’t just being lost to China and other 
developing countries, and they aren’t 
just factory work. Increasingly, jobs 
are disappearing in the service sec- 
tor, home to two-thirds of all workers. 

They’re being obliterated by tech- 
nology. For decades, science fiction 
warned of a future when we would be 
architects of our own obsolescence, 
replaced by our machines; an Associ- 
ated Press analysis finds that the future 
has arrived. 

“The jobs that are going away aren’t 
coming back,” says Andrew McAfee of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy. “I have never seen a period where 
computers demonstrated as many skills 
and abilities as they have over the past 
seven years.” 

Whole employment categories, from 
secretaries to travel agents, are start- 
ing to disappear. 

“There’s no sector of the economy 
that’s going to get a pass,” says Mar- 
tin Ford, who wrote “The Lights in the 


Tunnel,” a book predicting widespread 
job losses. “It’s everjrwhere.” 

Candidates for U.S. president last 
year never tired of telling Americans 
how jobs were being shipped overseas. 
China was easy to blame. 

But most jobs cut in the U.S. and 
Europe weren’t moved. No one got 
them. They vanished. And the vil- 
lain — a software engineer working 
in Silicon Valley, for example — isn’t 
so easy to hate. 

“It doesn’t have political appeal to 
say the reason we have a problem is 
we’re so successful in technology,” says 
Columbia University economist Joseph 
Stiglitz. “There’s no enemy there.” 

Historically, new companies and 
new industries have been the incuba- 
tor of new jobs. Start-up companies no 
more than five years old are big sourc- 


Ourselves to Blame 

Technology may take much of the blame for recent job 
losses, but don’t forget to fault family and friends and the 
person in the mirror. The uncomfortable truth is technology 
is killing jobs with the help of consumers by enabling them 
to quickly do tasks that workers used to do full time. 

Check out your groceries using a kiosk? A worker at a 
cash register used to do that. Click “accept" in an email 
invitation to attend a meeting? You’ve pushed an office 
assistant closer to unemployment. Book your vacation 
using an online program? You’ve helped lay off a travel 
agent. Technology gives rise to “cheaper products and 
cool services," says David Autor, an economist at MIT. 

“But if you lose your job, that is slim compensation." (ap) 





Counterpoint 

Some analysts reject the idea that 
technology has been a big job killer. 
They note that the collapse of the 
housing market in the U.S., Ireland, 
Spain and other countries and the 
ensuing global recession wiped out 
millions of middle-class construction 
and factory jobs. In their view, govern- 
ments could bring many of the jobs 
back if they would put aside worries 
about their heavy debts and spend 
more. Others note that jobs continue 
to be lostto China, India and other 
countries in the developing world, (ap) 


es of new jobs in developed economies. 
In the U.S., they accounted for 99 per- 
cent of new private-sector jobs in 2005, 
according to a study by the University 
of Maryland’s John Haltiwanger and 
two other economists. 

But even these companies are hir- 
ing fewer people. The average new 
business employed 4.7 workers when 
it opened its doors in 2011, down from 
7.6 in the 1990s, according to a Labor 
Department study released last March. 

Technology is probably to blame, 
wrote the report’s authors, Eleanor 
Choi and James Spletzer. 

Tech innovations have been throw- 
ing people out of jobs for centuries. But 
they eventually created more work, and 
greater wealth, than they destroyed. 

Peter Lindert, an economist at the 
University of California, Davis, says 
the computer is more destructive than 
innovations in the Industrial Revo- 
lution because the pace at which it is 
upending industries makes it hard for 
people to adapt. 

Occupations that provided middle- 
class lifestyles for generations can dis- 
appear in a few years. 

Utility meter readers are an exam- 
ple: As power companies began install- 
ing so-called smart readers outside 
homes, the number of meter readers 
in the U.S. plunged from 56,000 in 
2001 to 36,000 in 2010, according to 
the Labor Department. In 10 years? 
That number is expected to be zero.

The only reason why Matt Birk 
brought his aching knees and bat- 
tered body to training camp for a 
15th NFL season was to get to the 
Super Bowl. 

The 36-year-old Birk was both- 
ered by neck, elbow and knee inju- 
ries during his previous three years 
with the Baltimore Ravens, yet he 
never missed a start. During the 
offseason, the six-time Pro Bowl 
center underwent surgery to repair 
varicose veins in his legs. 

Still, Birk knew the Ravens had 
a shot at a championship, and he 
wanted to be a part of it. 

“At this stage in my career, los- 
ing takes a lot out of you,” Birk said.

“I wouldn’t have come back if I 
didn’t think there was a legitimate 
chance that I could help the team.” 

Birk and safety Ed Reed, who 
has mulled retirement in the past, 
head a list of veterans who will 
be making their first Super Bowl 
appearance when the Ravens face 
the San Francisco 49ers on Feb. 3. 

“It means a lot for all the guys to 
have an opportunity to be a part of 
that,” coach John Harbaugh said. 
“To be able to be involved with that 
as a leader is a huge thing. It makes 


you feel really good, and now you 
try to make the most of it.” 

Birk endured 11 fruitless years 
in Minnesota, reaching the play- 
offs five times without a confer- 
ence title. Then, after joining the 
Ravens as a free agent in 2009, he 
was part of three more playoff runs 
that ended short of the Super Bowl. 

Now, Birk is poised to be part 
of the NFL’s biggest game. 

“It’s great, obviously,” he said. 
“That’s the goal. That’s your dream. 
That’s why you play.” 


Maybe Birk deserved it, after 
everything he went through over 
his first 14 years. But he exudes no 
such feeling of entitlement. 

“Nobody deserves it more than 
anybody else. It doesn’t matter how 
long you play,” Birk said. “To be 
doing it with this team and just, 
I think, the closeness of this team 
and kind of the journey that we 
have been through my four years 
here — every year getting close 
and getting close — to finally break 
through, it’s pretty special.” 

Reed, 34, has made nine Pro 
Bowls in 11 years with Baltimore and 
has long been recognized as one of 
the finest free safeties in the game. 
But he never got into the Super Bowl 
until now, and to make it even sweet- 
er, his first appearance will be in his 
home state of Louisiana. 

“It’s been a long time coming, but 
it takes time,” Reed said. “We’ve built

Novak Djokovic is really starting 
to get the hang of how to handle 
himself at the Australian Open. 

An expression often used Down 
Under — “Keep your shirt on” — is 
designed to discourage anyone from 
becoming unnecessarily overexcited. 

Djokovic took it literally after 
his 6-1, 4-6, 6-1, 6-4 win Tues- 
day night over fifth-seeded Tomas 
Berdych, advancing to the semifi- 
nals at an 11th consecutive Grand 
Slam tournament. 

The 2-hour, 31-minute victory 
took exactly half the time of his 
five-set, fourth-round win two 
nights previously against Stanis- 
las Wawrinka. In the early hours of 
Monday morning, Djokovic ripped 
his sweat-drenched shirt off, mim- 
icking his victory celebration after 
the 5:53 victory over Rafael Nadal 
in the 2012 Australian Open final. 

After the Berdych match, how- 
ever, he realized there was no need 
to raise the roof Djokovic calmly 
pumped his fist once and walked 
to the net. 

In the semifinals, Djokovic will 
meet No. 4-seeded David Ferrer, 
who survived a quarterfinal bat- 
tle with fellow Spaniard Nico- 
las Almagro. Almagro had three 
chances to serve for the match, but 
Ferrer broke each time. 

Djokovic is aiming to be the 
first man in the Open era to win 
three consecutive Australian titles.

Sean Payton is back as coach of the 
New Orleans Saints. 

Payton’s season-long suspension 
for his role in the Saints’ bounty 
program was lifted by NFL com- 
missioner Roger Goodell on Tues- 
day, nearly two weeks earlier than 
expected. 

The decision allows Payton to 
attend the Senior Bowl in Mobile, 
Ala., on Saturday, where some of 
the top college players available for 
the NFL Draft will be competing. 

Payton, along with assistant 
head coach Joe Vitt, general man- 
ager Mickey Loomis, and four play- 
ers including Jonathan Vilma, was 
suspended after an investigation 
found the club had a performance 
pool offering cash rewards for key 
plays, including big hits. The play- 
er suspensions eventually were 
overturned.

Where the Beat Began 


If you were a teenager in Baltimore in the late 1950s and early 1960s, you watched 
“The Buddy Deane Show,” Baltimore’s answer to “American Bandstand." Chances 
are you wanted to be on “The Buddy Deane Show," whose stars were ordinary teens- 
turned-local celebs. Most people probably would’ve forgotten about the show ages ago 
had it not been immortalized by John Waters in his 1988 movie “Hairspray." In honor 
of the 25th anniversary of “Hairspray," the Baltimore Symphony Orchestra is staging 
a concert production of the musical adaptation, narrated by Waters. Recently, Waters 
and some original “Deaners" got together to reminisce, jessica goldstein (the Washington post) 


“The Buddy Deane Show” debuted 
on Sept. 9, 1957, and became the 
most popular local show in the 
United States. 

John Waters: I watched it for the 
fashion and for the drama, because 
Buddy Deane encouraged them 
to [date and] break up on film. 
I watched it like a soap opera. I 
watched and fantasized about it and 
made up stories about it in my brain. 
Frani Hahn (then Nedeloff): I 
watched it every day with my 
family when Fd come home from 
school. [At my audition], I was not 
quite 14. 1 lied! You had to be 14 to 
18 to get on. 

Marie Shapiro (then Fischer): You 

had to be able to jitterbug and you 
had to be able to cha-cha, and do 
whatever dance was popular then. 


the mashed potato or the pony. 

Once a teenager joined the 
Committee [the show’s stable of 
regular dancers], he or she had 
to abide by Deane’s rules: “Your 
clothing will be befitting a lady or 
a gentleman, and your habits, no 
smoking or gum chewing, will set 
standards for the future." 

Wayne Hahn: If you were late, you 
couldn’t get in the door. 

Mary Lou Barber: My hairstyle 
was the biggest. I had beehives. 
We used to wrap our hair in toi- 
let paper at night. And when we 
sprayed it, we had to blot it so it 
didn’t leave residue. 

The Committee members became 
Baltimore celebrities and got to 


meet some of the biggest stars in 
music, like Chubby Checker, Bobby 
Darin and James Brown. 

Barber: I used to receive 100 letters 
a week, all fan mail. I couldn’t go 
to a mall without somebody going, 
“Oh my God, it’s Mary Lou!” ... 
[But] people hated me, too. I’d get 
hate mail. 

The show ended in controversy 
when, amid calls to integrate 
the almost all-white program, 
“Buddy Deane” was canceled. The 
last show aired on Jan. 4, 1964. 
Barber: Think of it: In the ’60s, 
if they were to ask a black guy 
to lead a dance with me or some 
other white girl — Baltimore wasn’t 
ready for it yet. There were riots! 
You’re going to put it on TV? You 


have to ease into it. 

Wayne Hahn: Us kids, we all went 
to school with black people and had 
black friends. It was really no big 
deal to us. But the parents, I guess, 
back in the early ’60s and late ’50s, 
things were a lot different. 

In the early 1980s at a “Buddy 
Deane Show” reunion, Waters 
approached former Committee 
members about a movie he wanted 
to make. His 1988 film “Hairspray” 
went on to inspire a Broadway 
musical of the same name. 

Waters: I never purposely thought 
I was making a movie that was any 
more commercial than any of the 
other ones. I was just accidentally 
obsessed with something that was 
appealing to more people. 

Frani Hahn: John always said he 
felt like we were a cult. And com- 
ing from John Waters, I thought, 
“That is a really nice compliment!”
